Skid  Row  Neighborhood  Council.  We  only  recently  discovered  that  the 
proposed  boundaries  include  the  northern  boundary  of  the  Fashion  District 
BID.  The  property  owners  and  businesses  were  not  aware  of  the  proposed 
council.  These  properties  include  large  scale  employment  centers  and 
residential  buildings,  including  Dearden’s,  LA  Merchandise  Mart,  Flower 
Markets,  and  Santee  Village.
